CONGRESS MUST OECLARF. WAR 


Pr©*ident 
Is Commander-In-Chief of 


Army and Navy, but Must W ait 


for Legislative Branch to 


Give the Word. 


Washington, March 22.— It is posi­ 
tively declared that the administration 
has no intention of ordering the troops 
now in Texas to cross ttie Rio Grande 
Into Mexico. 
The issuance of such an 
order hits never entered tlm mind of 


the president. 
Under the constitution he is com­ 
mander-in-chief of the arm y and navy, 
but under the constitution it is the 
right of congress to declare war. 
“ He 
never suspected." said one of his riose 
friends, “ that anybody in the country 
would think that he could contemplate 
such a stop without the authority of 
congress. 
The paramount reason for 
sending the troops to Texas was to be 
ready lor any emergency which might 
arise 
The entire movement has he«*n 
precautionary. 
The president acted 
solely with a view to protecting the 
lives of Am ericans in Mexico and of 
keeping Intact the hundreds oT m il­ 
lions of dollars worth of property there 
owned by United States citizens." 
The troops will be in Texas when 
congress meets in April. 
If the revo­ 
lution in Mexico grows and American 
interests are threatened, congress will 
have an army of 20,000 men within 
easy moving distance of the trouble. 
The president believes 
that 
he has 
done his part 
He has gone as far as 
he could go and hopes that it w ill rot 
be necessary to go further. 
If later, 
congress feels that the lives and prop­ 
erty of Am ericans in Mexico ate in 
danger and interference is necessary 
the president will follow its will. I n- 
til congress gives the word though 
there will l>e no nunilicr of troops at 
the president's direction except on the 
American ride of the» Rio Grnnric. 
The statement which has appeared 
from time to time that W all street fig­ 
ured in the sudden dispatch of the 
troops to Texas also was discredited 
by men close to the president.
